The court ordered a new 
trial, but the accused plead guilty again, 
rather than go before another chignon jury, 
The way the husbands suffered is thus de- 
victed : 

As to the husbands and children of these 
unbitious jurors, their case was truly beart- 
rending. During the entire week they could 
neither speak nor communicate with their 
loved and lost.. At morning the doorways of 
the courtroom weie crowded with disconso- 
late husbands and children waiting to catch 
a glimpse of their wives and mothers as the 
Sheriff brought the jury into court. At 
night they would linger to gaze at the retir- 
ing forms that once gladdened their homes 
and their hearts, as iey were marched off by 
the Sherif to the public hotel, to eat and 
spend the night together. One husband be- 
came uncontrollable, and asked the Judge to 
permit his wife to go home and see her chil- 
dren and spend the night once more. But 
ne Judge was inexorable, and the poor hus- 
band returned alone to his desolate fireside to 
indict a withering review of the bane- 
ful results of Woman's Rights, 
which appeared in an evening paper 
on the following day. His argument was 
based upon the domestic impracticability of 
the system, and upan the divine. announce- 
ment that it is not good for may tq be gione. 
During the entire week the ladies and gen- 
diemen of the jury ate, drank and slept under 
ihe guard of the Sheriff, the ladies all in one 
room and the gentlemea in apother commnu- 
nicating. The day on which the court dis- 
nissed the jury was one of rejoicing on the 
part of the aiflicte?. But home had lost its 
charms fortheir wives and mothers, whose 
hearts had been turned by the jattery of 
counsel, and their heads filled with vain am- 
vilions. The following week was spent by 
these exemplary women upon the streets and 
in public places, telling what happened 1n 
the jury and what they knew about criminal 
law and the sules of evidsnes. They re- 
minded one of a school bay, with his first 
pair of red topped boots, or Young America 
with his first cigar. 

Some trouble occurred through the incon- 
venience of young jurors wanting lacteal ra- 
tions.

Take aay of the great newspaper men of 
the day, Bennett of the Herald, Greeley of 
the Tribune, the late Raymoad of the 
Times, Dana of the Sun, Bowles of the 
Springfield Republican, Halstead of the Cin 
cinnati Commercia), Watterson of the Louis 
ville Courier-Journal, Forney of the Phila- 
delphia Press and any other successful 
editor and they are all men of special writ 
ing force, able to throw off a trenchant, live 
editorial on any current theme at a moment’s 
notice. 

The truth ia, that a man gives individual: 
ity to his paper by his peculiar style of treat: 
ing subjects. It is very true that a very 
newsy paper will succeed without any ¢d- 
itorial, but it is the editorial column that 
gives a journa) its influence at last. The 
highest prestige of journalism can only be 
reached through its editorial powes. 

In England the editor of the great London 
Times hires the best talent cf the kingdom 
to write its editorials. The ablest statesmen 
and leading public men are empioyed on it. 
A subject arises of public import, and one 
who is a professional master of that subject 
is paid to discuss it. In this way that paper 
draws editorial tribute from the genius of 
the whole country. Everything in _ its 
columns is fresh and powerful. The sources 
of its views are known to be the Lest, and 
therefore the public go to it for the best 
thoughts of the ablest writers and thinkers 
of the day. 

In this country, and especially in the South, 
the preas is not richenough to do this. The 
editor must as far as able supply the brains. 
And a writing editor is a necessity of a 
strong journal.

But 
we Judge was inexorabdie, and the poor hus- 
band returned alone to his desolate fireside to 
indict a withering review of the bane- 
ful results of Woman's Rights, 
which appeared in an evening paper 
on the following day. His argument was 
based upon the domestic impracticability of 
the system, and upoan the divine announce- 
ment that it is not good for man ta be glone.
